Massachusetts, a state that has sent four Presidents and in¬ 
numerable Cabinet members to the nation’s capital, may see 
another homegrown product sitting in the Vice President’s 
chair come next January.

Brooke, are among the names under "serious consideration” 
as a running mate by President Ford. Richardson, who 
catapaulted into international prominence as a result of the 
famed “Saturday Night Massacre” during the Watergate era, 
now has surged into the forefront. 

GOP-watchers here and around the nation, in fact, rate 
Richardson and Secretary of Defense Donald H. Rumsfeld, 
both moderates, as top choices for the post over Governor 
Ronald Reagan, a conservative. This is a by-product, mainly, 
of primary results thus far.

AAA Files Returns, 

Major Report Still Lacking 


Agawam, April 12 — Of¬ 
ficers of the Agawam 
Athletic Association that 
have been under fire for 
failure to file tax returns and 
financial reports, have sub¬ 
mitted returns on three 
raffles held in 1975. John 
McDonough of the Bureau of 
Special Investigations con¬ 
firmed the filing. The tax 
returns were from three to 
nine months delinquent. 

An inquiry by this 
newspaper, revealed that the 
AAA officers, have to this 
date, not complied with a 
provision that they file an ad¬ 
ditional report with the Town 
Clerk, within thirty days 


after the expiration of their 
permit (Jan. 25, 1976). The 
report requires information 
concerning the number of 
raffles held, the amount of 
money received, the ex¬ 
penses connected with the 
raffle, the names of the 
winners of prizes exceeding 
twenty-five dollars in value, 
the riet proceeds of the raffle, 
and the uses to which the net 
proceeds were applied. Such 
a report must be certified to 
by the three persons 
designated in the permit 
application and by an accoun¬ 
tant.

filed on March 30th, showing 
gross receipts of $7,900. and a 
net of $7,280. The report was 
not acceptable because the 
signatures of two of the per¬ 
mit applicants were missing, 
namely, Council men Kenneth 
Barnes and Donald Rheault. 
In addition, there was no cer¬ 
tification by an accountant. 
Failure to file such a report 
constitutes sufficient grounds 
for refusal to renew a permit 
to conduct further raffles. 

Further penalties provide 
for a fine of not more than, 
one thousand dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the House of 
Correction for not more than 
one year, or both. 


Voter Poll Shows 

61% Favor Westman 

Following the recent censure of the Town Manager by 
the Council, this newspaper conducted a sample poll of 
306 Agawam voters. A random selection was made from 
the voters list, and every twentieth voter was contacted 
by phone. Calls were evenly distributed in each of the six 
precincts. Five women were used as callers. 

Voters were asked to give a yes or no opinion on four 
specific questions relating to the Town Government. Of 
the 306 polled, 67% responded with a definite opinion. 

1. Do you believe that Councilmen that represent you 
are performing their duties properly? 

2. Do you feel that the Town Manager is carrying out 
his administrative duties properly? 

3. Have you ever attended a Council meeting? 

4. Do you approve of the Council/Manager 
government? 

On question (1) relating to the Council’s performance. 
58% approved and 42% disapproved. 

Question (2) regarding the Town Manager’s perfor¬ 
mance, 61% approved, while 39% replied in the negative. 

Question (3) 28% said that they had attended Council 
meetings at one time or another, 72% replied that they 
had not. 

On question (4) 67% approved of the Council/Manager 
form of government while 33% do not. 

We further analyzed the responses on a precinct basis.

Voters in precinct three gave the Council the lowest 
rating, 41%. While the Manager received a high of 65%, 
which was the highest of any precinct. The Coun¬ 
cil/Manager government question polled a favorable 63%. 

In precinct six, the Council was rated the highest with 
66 %. 

More voters attended Council meetings from precinct 
four than from any other precinct, and in addition, had 
the highest reaction to the Council/Manager government 
with 76%, followed by precinct two with 757o. 

In comparing the Advertiser poll on the question of 
Council/Manager government, we discover that the 
voters in adopting the present charter in 1971, did so with 
62% of the total. 

Last summer, a survey conducted by Brown, Donald 
and Donald showed that residents still aproved of the 
charter with 72%, compared to the more recent findings 
of the Advertiser of 67%. 


party rift — simply has not 
materialized; and the tea 
leaves fail to indicate any 
Reagan plan to encourage 
such party divisiveness. This 
view is shared by top White 
House strategists. 

Based upon this assump¬ 
tion — that a beaten Reagan 
won’t stalk off with his 
followers — the prospects of 
either Richardson or 
Runsfeld getting the nod in¬ 
creases. Either would appeal 
to GOP moderates, thus 
broadening the Presidential 
ticket’s appeal. 

The President himself, of 
course, is not foreclosing on 
his options — including the 
possibility he might pick a 
woman. His list of potentials 
includes at least three other 
U.S. Senators, three gover¬ 
nors, Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller. ex-Texas Gover¬ 
nor John Connally — and. 
quietly. Reagan. 

„ Nonetheless, given the pre¬ 
sent field of prospects. Elliot 
Richardson would seem to 
rate the brightest chance for 
selection at this point in time. 
His service in the Nixon and 
Ford Cabinets as, repective- 
ly, Secretary of H.E.W.. 
Defense, Attorney General 
and Commerce indicate the 
sweep of his background and 
expertise. Plus his am¬ 
bassadorship. of course. 

Here in Massachusetts, 
Richardson, a Yankee 
Brahman, demonstrated 
appeal at the ballot box to 
GOP moderates, in¬ 
dependents and to many 
Democrats. Any Republican 
here must do so to get elected 
to high office — as Richard¬ 
son did in becoming lieute¬ 
nant governor and then at¬ 
torney general. 

Nationally, Richardson has 
proven himself a hard¬ 
working and effective team 
player in various Cabinet 
posts and as Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James. He 
has proven an effective ad¬ 
ministrator in tough, deman¬ 
ding jobs, and, more impor¬ 
tant, the "Saturday Night 
Massacre” of the Nixon era 
mirrored him as a man of 
courage and principle. (He 
quit as Attorney General 
rather than fire Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox). 

Thus, of all the potential 
nominees, Richardson 
emerges as the one with the 
broadest appeal to moderate 
Republicans, Independents 
and Democrats. 

Then, too, Richardson has 
another political plus — he 
would provide better 
geographical balance to a 
Ford ticket than Rumsfeld. 
The latter’s big advantage, of 
course, is that he’s a former 
Congressman and personal 
sidekick of Mr. Ford.

When I was a youngster, I 
tossed and turned all night 
waiting for that magic hour 
of 4 p.m. when my uncle 
would wake me with the com¬ 
ment, “up and at ’em fishing 
partner, you can’t catch your 
limit laying there all day.” I 
wonder if he knew that in my 
dreams I had caught my limit 
10 times over? I think he did, 
he was a youngster once 
himself. Fish hog, no — just 
hard working people — an¬ 
ticipating a day that is all im¬ 
portant in their lives. One of 
lifesenjoyable moments that 
is enjoyed by thousands of 
people in their own personal ( 
way. So what if enthusiasm 
only last for two weeks. Who 
is it hurting? Take away the 
thrill of opening day of 
fishing and the Division of 
Fish and Wildlife and the 
thousands of anglers it serves 
will be hurting from the loss 
of revenue of license sales 
and the 10 percent Federal 
tax money realized from the 
sale of fishing equipment. I 
say let the fishing seasons 
stay as they are and put a 
halt to the liberalism that is 
filtering in to every aspect of 
our lives.

The emergence of Richard¬ 
son as the potential Vice 
Presidential nominee smacks 
somewhat of poetic justice. 
Despite his glittering 
Presidential Cabinet 
achievements, his political 
star seemed in slight decline 
when he was sent to England 
as ambassador — it was a 
shunting aside from the ac¬ 
tive political arena. 

Richardson’s ultimate 
hope was some day to serve 
as Secretary of State but 
Henry Kissinger’s grasp on 
that job seems solid and un¬ 
breakable. There is little 
question but that Richardson 
would gladly settle for the 
Vice Presidential nomination 
now if opportunity knocks. 

Ronald Reagan remains 
the unknown quantity in this 
political equation. He has 


proclaimed he would not be 
interested in running for Vice 
President on a ticket headed 
by Mr. Ford — a non- 
unexpected nor non- 
reversible stance from 
someone challenging the 
President. 

Assuming the worst from 
the viewpoint of Reagan sup¬ 
porters — that he loses — will 
they be able to orchestrate 
matters at the GOP conven¬ 
tion to get their man the nod 
for No. 2? Right now the 
prevailing view is that this 
will not evolve, that the 
President then can pick 
whomever he feels will help 
the ticket best, without losing 
the Reagan crowd. 

With that scenario, the 
odds tilt to Richardson, “Mr. 
Everything” of two 
Republican administrations.

Former Texas Governor John Connally recently sug¬ 
gested Senators and Congressmen be barred from run¬ 
ning for President. Connally says it’s a clear conflict 
of interest and that instead of serving the people in 
Congress, candidates spend most of their time (and that 
their staffs too) pursuing presidential campaigns. 

To allow them to become candidates later, Connally 
would include in the constitutional amendment banning 
such candidacies a limit of two six-year terms for 
Senators and three four-year terms for Congressmen. 

He thinks this would guarantee a flow of new men in 
Washington, men who come straight from business, farm 
or shop and who therefore know the people’s problems 
first hand. It would discourage the system of career 
politicians and career staffs or committees and subcom¬ 
mittees. The staffs, Connally says, really run the coun¬ 
try, in coordination with executive bureaucrats. 

Connally believes the original concept of congres¬ 
sional and government service, one of an opportunity 
to serve the nation, not high pay and lush benefits, is 
the right one and the best insurance for the nation—to 
get congressional representatives who will not over¬ 
spend and who will be receptive to the people’s needs. 
Having just come from the people they’ll be aware 
they’re returning to private life soon, not retire after 
many years or decades as a ruling politician on a fat 
pension. 

The suggestions are sound and deserve the serious 
consideration of all Americans.

OUR HISTORIC FREEDOMS: HOW THEY BEGAN 


In the first years of our 
Republic, leaders and popu¬ 
lace alike agreed that Feder¬ 
al regulation of their affairs 
was highly undesirable. 

Indeed, Thomas Paine 
noted in 177 6: “Govern¬ 
ment, even in its best state, 
is but a necessary evil; in its 
worst state, an intolerable 
one.” And a sidelight to 
Valley Forge provides a 
strong illustration of how 
the New Americans reacted 
to dictatorial Government. 

During the bad winter of 
1777, Washington and his 
troops almost starved or 
froze to death at Valley 
Forge as a result of bureau¬ 
cratic bungling. Despite 
plentiful crops and supplies 
for the Continental Army, 


the Pennsylvania legislature 
voted to hold down costs 
of supporting the Army by 
setting a ceiling on the price 
of supplies needed by the 
soldiers. 

In this early attempt at 
regulation, however, there 
was one major miscalcula¬ 
tion. The farmers of Penn¬ 
sylvania didn’t like the 
prices that were set, and 
they refused to sell to the 
authorities. They sold for 
higher prices on the open 
market. Some farmers, in 
fact, sold their produce to 
the British who paid the go¬ 
ing price. Thus did a hasty 
action by the government 
almost doom the infant 
republic. 

Undeterred by this and 


other examples, however, 
regulation of what should 
be non-governmental mat¬ 
ters continues to be a major 
Washington preoccupation. 
Apparently, there is a belief 
in certain quarters that 
problems can be legislated 
out of existence, despite 
mountains of evidence to 
the contrary. 


The artificial sweeteners, 
cyclamates, provide a strik¬ 


ing example of the folly of 
this approach. When hastily 
conducted tests produced 
findings that cyclamates had 
the potential to cause tu¬ 
mors, they were quickly 
banned throughout the U.S. 
More recently, however, ad¬ 
ditional research has shown 
the original tests to have 
been in error: long after 
consumers and manufactur¬ 
ers had been forced to aban¬ 
don the product. 

In Detroit, the catalytic 
converter was foisted upon 
the auto industry as the ul¬ 
timate answer to exhaust 
pollution. After expendi¬ 
tures totaling into the hun¬ 
dreds of millions,, however, 
there is a likelihood that the 
catalytic converter itself 
presents greater hazards 
than those it was designed 
to remove. And in other in¬ 
dustries, too, the hasty acts 
of the regulators have re¬ 
bounded to the benefit of 
no one, save the bureaucrats 


themselves._ 

Yet another ill-conceived 
proposal presently con¬ 
fronts the chemical industry 
in the form of legislation to 
regulate potentially toxic 
substances. In addition to 
giving dictatorial authority 
to the head of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
in the area of product bans 
and plant closures, this pro¬ 
posed legislation would in¬ 
troduce a concept totally 
alien to American jurispru¬ 
dence—namely, that guilt is 
presumed and innocence 
must be established. 

This stems from a pro¬ 
posal that chemical manu¬ 
facturers be required to 
prove that a product pres¬ 
ents absolutely no environ¬ 
mental or health hazard. Be¬ 
sides constituting a statisti¬ 
cal impossibility, this pro¬ 
posal would cost hundreds 
of millions of additional 
dollars for testing and add 
further fuel to inflation. 


Further, regulation of this 
type has the potential to 
disrupt or force the aban¬ 
donment of much scientific 
research at a time when the 
nation cries out for bold, 
new approaches to its 
problems. 

As part of his election 
platform, President Ford 
has called for a halt to regu¬ 
latory excesses. But only the 
Congress can curb the un¬ 
thinking zeal of the regula¬ 
tors; and judged on the 
basis of its environmental 
record, our Congress might 
well have been told by the 
leaders and populace of 
America’s first years: 
“Enough is enough!”

PARALLEL ECONOMY 


The regular quarterly 
meeting of the S.I.S. Trustees 
concentrated on the domestic 
mortgage portfolio. 

During the last six months, 
much computer time has 
been invested in 
sophisticated analysis of the 
portfolio, with particular 
attention paid to delinquency, 
and classification of the 
mortgages by type of loan 
and geographic area. 

• Mr. James reported loan 
delinquency closely parallel¬ 
ed that economy of the area 
aggravated by rising costs of 
taxes and utilities and a 
relatively slow housing 
market. The figure now 
stands at 1% against a 
historical average of .75%. 
Foreclosures have held 
steady at about 50 a year, or 
about V* of 1% total loans. He 
reported the bank has been 
making extraordinary efforts 
in counseling with people, in 
working out budget 
payments, and in many cases 
recasting the mortgage. In 
spite of all efforts and an im¬ 
proving economy, it will be 
extremely difficult to avoid 
all foreclosures, although 
this is the goal. 

Mr. Collins reviewed the 


geographic distribution of the 
mortgages and gave some 
representative statistics. It 
was found that .52.9% of the 
deposits from Hampden 
County were invested in 
Hampden County. In the city 
itself, 53.1% were invested. 
Surrounding towns ranged 
from 28% in Longmeadow to 
65% in Ludlow. The 
Winchester Square area com¬ 
prising four census tracts 
averaged 90%. The highest 
percents were in the 
southeast quarter of the city 
at about 197%. Apparently 
this is caused by the concen¬ 
tration of new houses whose 
construction was financed by 
S.I.S. and the relatively low 
savings patterns of younger 
families; 

Although analysis if far 
from complete, apparently 
many factors other than 
geographic location influence 
the deposit mortgage ratio in 
various neighborhoods. 

Mr. Collins reiterated the 
banks position of making 
these mortgage figures 
available to any responsible 
individual or group. 

In spite of a less than 
robust real estate market, 
the portfolio totals $273, a 


modest increase over a year 
ago. Of this portfolio, ap¬ 
proximately 68 million are in 
various types of commercial 
and apartment loans, and the 
balance in 1 — 4 family 
houses.

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AGAWAM PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
1976-77 SCHOOL BUDGET 


Since October, the School Committee and staff have been involved 
in the preparation of the 1976-77 school budget presented here¬ 
with. The total budget calls for the expenditures of $5,651,156. 
an increase over the 1975-76 of $306,530. or 5.7%. Of this budget 
79% or $4,475,889. represents salary expense. The total amount 
budgeted for Special Education, Chapter 766, is $686,290. an 
increase of $340,000. over the prior year. 

The sum of the initial budget requests equaled close to 
$6,000,000. Because of general economic conditions affecting both 
town and state, the committee made every effort to cut this figure 
back to an amount that insures Agawam’s children the quality of 
education demanded by the people whom the schools serve, but yet 
at the same time takes into account the community’s ability to 
financially support the program. The combination of increased re¬ 
imbursements from the state plus a larger amount of free cash in 
the E & D account ($110,000. was returned by the school commit¬ 
tee from its prior budget), and a larger tax base for the town would 
indicate that the impact of the school budget on the town tax rate 
would not in itself cause an increase. 

The school committee and staff members agree that their main 
objective is to teach the basic introductory skills of reading, com¬ 
putations and communication, oral and written. Critical, also, is 
the development of conceptual understanding, appreciation of learn¬ 
ing and social skills, as well as how to get along with them. In 
addition, to the teaching of the basic skills, students are encour¬ 
aged to explore and capitalize on their talents in the area of fine 
arts. 


Recent articles and studies indicate that school population is 
declining in the U.S. and surrounding communities. This is not the 
situation in Agawam. In the last three years, the school popula¬ 
tion has increased. The enrollment projection for the next five years 
indicates a stable school population and not a decline as other 
communities are facing. 

The 1976-1977 budget includes additional regular teaching staff. 
These additional personnel are necessary if we are to continue an 
educational standard that reflects Agawam’s tradition and provide a 
program that will ensure each student in Agawam an opportunity 
to grow, learn and become a useful member of our society. 

Special Education requirements (Chapter 766) continue to have a 
significant effect on the budget. Additional personnel have been 
needed in order to meet these obligations. In addition, tuition and 
transportation costs have increased. Approximately 500 students 
are receiving special help which provides for individualized pro¬ 
grams. The school system is also responsible for some fifty chil¬ 
dren who are in residential or day programs outside the Town of 
Agawam. Although this mandated program has shown substantial 
increase in cost there are signs that these costs will level off in 
the near future. While costs have been increasing, reimburse¬ 
ment from the state has also gone up from $95,075. in 1975-1976 
to $301,569. in 1976-1977. 

In summary, while inflation and Chapter 766 combine to force 
a substantial budget increase, the committee believes that this 
budget allows the continuance of essential programs at a relatively 
low cost per pupil.

No $10. Tax Increase 


AGAWAM—Town Manager James D. Westman 
said Thursday there is a chance additional federal and 
state funds may be available to offset any substantial 
increase in the tax rate as a result of a proposed Budget 
of $13,902,456 for 1976-77. 

While Westman said he couldn’t project the size of 
any increase in the currentjax rate of $47.50, he said it 
will not go up $10, as estimated in one published report. 

The manager said if Congress extends revenue 
sharing funds beyond Dec. 31., Agawam could receive 
an additional $200,000. 

And if state funds are restored under Chapter 70 for 
education, the town could receive a 24 per cent increase 
in this year’s allotment. 

Westman also pointed out that the Agawam Town 
Council may cut the proposed budget which represents 
about a $2 million increase over last year’s budget of 
$11.8 million. 

“I don’t like to play games with estimates of an in¬ 
crease in the tax rate because there are too many intan¬ 
gibles affecting the budget which are beyond my con¬ 
trol,” the manager said. 

The budget includes $861,800 in capital 
improvement costs, but Westman said the Town Council* 
may decide to bond some of the major projects. 

The Police and Fire Department budgets are esti¬ 
mated at $700,000 each, while school maintenance costs 
are projected at $859,000.

Growing Your Own Vegetables 

You should have little flowers and shrubs. To con- 
trouble making a list of veg- trol such pests as cutworms 
etables for your garden.

State government is a con¬ 
stant balancing act. Services 
must be balanced against 
costs. People want to get 
more services, and they want 
to pay lo\yer taxes. 
Politicians like to make peo¬ 
ple think that they are 
providing for these two con¬ 
tradictory desires at once. 

One way to seem to do this 
is to borrow money. The 
governor did this last year 
with his $450 million bond 
issue. 11131 particular issue 
was for the unprecedented 
purpose of paying operating 
expenses, but even regular 
bond issues for capital im¬ 
provements have this effect. 
They seem to give the people 
the ability to have their cake 
and eat it too. 

The problem, of course, is 
that while the ingredients of 
the cake seem to be free to¬ 
day, they are more expensive 
than ever in the long run, 
because of interest costs. 

Debt service, the cost of 
paying interest on borrowed 
money, is the third biggest 
annual state expenditure 
after welfare and education. 

Massachusetts is one of 
only eight states that allow 
the legislature to pass any 
bond issue without a 
statewide vote. Two-thirds of 
both branches must vote in 
favor of it, but that is all that 
is required. 

In contrast to this, fourteen 
states require voter approval 
of all bond issues. Eleven 
states have constitutional 
prohibitions against in¬ 
curring any debt. In those 
states it is necessary to pass 
a constitutional amendment 


each time they want to 
borrow money. 

This week the Judiciary 
Committee heard testimony 
on a constitutional amend¬ 
ment proposed by the House 
Minority Leader which would 
require voter approval for all 
, bond issues of more than $10 
million. 

The bill allows for 
emergencies. It also protects 
against splitting expen¬ 
ditures into pieces of less 
than $10 million in order to 
avoid putting the issue on the 
ballot. 

It is time something is 
done to limit state borrowing 
in Massachusetts. Our pre¬ 
sent indebtedness is $3,419,- 
226,000. Contingent liabilities 
hinging on the state’s moral 
obligation to back indepen¬ 
dent authorities’ debts adds 
another $400 million. On top 
of this we have authorized 
another one and a half billion 
dollars which mercifully 
hasn’t been issued yet. If it' 
were, we would be facing, at 
today’s prices, another $200 
million a year in debt service 
costs. 

Remember too that every 
time we authorize borrowing 
to build another state 
building for a college of of¬ 
fices for bureaucrats we en¬ 
courage a proliferation of 
salaries for people to work in 
and maintain those buildings. 
We are on the hook for costs 
like pensions and fuel oil. 

Giving taxpayers a chance 
to vote on major bond issues 
will make it harder to pass 
them. Only the really 
necessary ones will have a 
chance.
